I live here and am witnessing the destruction of family neighborhoods by
speculators

It's high time we stop decimating our central city neighborhoods.

I'm signing because | don't want a "dorm" next door to me. I've lived in my
house for 25 years and had every intention of living here until the day | die.
Living near UT you know you are going to have students renting in the
neighborhood but that dynamic changes when you have 6 students--and their 6
cars--living in one house.

Stealth dorms ruin the quality of life for nearby residents with trash, parties and
noise pollution. Cars are parked on lawns and residents have a group animal
house mentality. These Are not affordable houses. They are $800/bedroom.

| strongly oppose any changes to the current Occupancy Limits. We have two
"legal" stealth dorms directly across the street with 6 students in each. These
are legal because they were permitted mere weeks before the occupancy limits
went into effect.

This is actually happening in my neighborhood. Zoning allowed a 10 BR/10 BA
duplex that will rent for 10K monthly that has 1'street parking place and limited
on lot

parking and no one has the authority to enforce the unrelated persons
ordinance. Maybe the rental agency should have to enforce. Dense
development was promised to be limited to West campus in return for allowing
hi rise apartments.

It's just the right thing to do. (in my humble opinion )

This ordinance must continue and actually be enforced. We have a stealth
dorm next door with 8 unrelated students living in a 6 bedroom "single family"
home. We love our home, but due to the noise and lack of street parking, have
seriously been thinking of renting it out... thereby contributing to the decimation
of central neighborhoods.

Stealth dorms clog streets (like mine) with parked cars and deteriorate the
neighborhood's ambiance. Let them build on west campus but not a mile and a
half north.

Do the right thing, extend this ordinance.

I live one street over from this property. It is already falling apart. Cheaply
made, over filled with people. Too many cars parked everywhere, parties,
overflowing trash. It's the developers who are causing this problem. It is
ruining our neighborhood.

We live in Hyde Park and need to park in Tarrytown or some such--6 vehicles
per house and garage space for 2?7

Homes all around me are being torn down and replaced with what amounts to
apartment buildings! In the guise of a duplex!

Any neighborhood and especially a historic neighborhood needs to be
preserved so that in the future folks can live in a neighborhood that is a
community instead of just a place to sleep and park a car on the street.
